Flelds Sprayed With Sulphur Show 
Considerable Resistance 

In the absenco of wheat verietios 
free from the mace rust, experiments 
have shown that flelds sprayed with 
sulphur dust have offered great resiet- 
ance to this destructive factor, Dr 
D. L. Batley, head of the Dondnion 
Government Research Laboratories tn 
the Manitoba Agricultural Col ge. 
told delegates attending the annual 
U.F.M. convention at Brandon. 

A fleld treated with sulphur last 
fall, Dr. Batley sald, had produced a 
yleld of 78 per cent. {In excess of an 
infected plot of the same area, In 


| general, he added, it had been found 


that adequate. resistance had been 
fairly closely eonflned to Durum and 


Emmer groups. The problem of

pursued {in Western Canada towards 
the complete eradication of the bar 
berry, which investigation had proved 
to be the source of recurrent rust epi 
demics. 

“We nro just on tho threshold of our 
experiments, but with tho ald of 
sclence wo hope to make rapid stiides 
toward the ultimate solution of one of 
the biggest problems facing the wheat 
producers,” he contcluded.
